FECHIN'S CLEVER CANVAS. 

The remarkable outdoor composition, 
TEnlevement d'une nouvelle Mariee 
(Bearing off the Bride), depicting a 
curious Russian peasant matrimonial 
custom, by the noted Russian painter, 
Nicholas Fechin, loaned by its owner, 
Mr. George A. Hearn, to the Winter 
Academy exhibition now on in the Fine 
Arts Galleries, and which deservedly oc- 
cupies the place of honor in the centre 
of the north wall of the Vanderbilt Gal- 
lery, is reproduced on this page with 
the belief and hope that art lovers who 
have not yet visited the Academy Exhi- 
bition will do so before its close Jan. 7, 
and will study this unusual and impor- 
tant canvas. 

The artist, who for his talent has re- 
cently been pensioned by the Russian 
Government, lives and paints in Kasan, 
Russia. He is a master of technique 
and a diligent sociological student. One 



plays on the bladder of a cow, the father 
of the bride who applauds and sings, and 
guests, spectators and passers-by. 

The subject of this painting is taken 
from the life of the "Tcheremisses" who 
live in the north of Russia, principally 
in the woods. Officially they are ortho- 
dox, but they are at the same time idola- 
ters. 

After the nuptial benediction, the new- 
ly married couple separate, each going 
to the paternal home, and it is only a 
week after that the husband comes to 
take his wife to bring her to his own 
house. 

The picture represents the moment of 
the bearing off of the bride by her hus- 
band.

Recent Paintings by Aston Knight. 

Forty-one oils and five water-colors 
by Aston Knight are on exhibition at 
the Knoedler Galleries, Nos. 556-558 
Fifth Ave. through Jan. 6. The artist, 
a son of Ridgway Knight, made his 
first bow to the American art public 
some three years ago in the old Knoed- 
ler Galleries and therefore does not 
come this year as a stranger, but a 
welcome guest. 

Fie was recognized from the first as 
a strong and original painter, especially 
skillful in the rendition of running wa- 
ter, and a sympathetic interpreter of 
"The open and sky," and then Hop- 
kinson Smith pushed him into a de- 
served high position by an enthusias- 
tic story in "Scribner's Magazine," of 
his discovery of the artist painting a 
Normandy stream attired in rough 
clothes/'wearing hip boats and standing 
waist deep in rushing water while he 
wielded his brush and held his canvas. 

This season Mr. Knight offers a se- 
ries of virile, truthful transcriptions of 
Normandy river scenes, all well painted 
and permeated with that indescribable 
feeling for, and sympathy with Nature, 
which the artist possesses in a marked 
degree. His oils are, with few excep- 
tions, pitched in a low color key and 
their subjects are rivers, often in flood 
under sombre skies. He handles his 
greens unusually well. That he can 
also paint sunlight is evidenced by his 



water-colors, notably a "Venice Canal," 
"Sunset at Biarritz" and "Early Morn- 
ing — Pyrenees," which are fresh and 
clear in color and full of light. 

But as a Thaulow in another key, 
"painter of running water," Mr. Knight 
most excels. The display is well worth 
a visit. 



ANNUAL MINIATURE SHOW. 

The Thirteenth Annual Exhibition 
of the American Society of Miniature 
Painters will be held at the Knoedler 
Galleries, 556-58 Fifth Alve., Feb. 1-10 
inclusive. 

This exhibition being the first in the 
new Knoedler Galleries, will be mainly 
retrospective in character.

A* CHRISTMAS SCULPTURE. 

Rosselino's group of statuary de- 
picting the Nativity, acquired by the 
Metropolitan Museum last Autumn, 
has been moved to the gallery of deco- 
rative arts and decorated with Christ- 
mas greens. Director Robinson said 
that he had caused the removal of the 
group to a more conspicuous place in 
celebration of the Christmas season. 
The group, which is in three parts, 
dates from the fifteenth century. 



THE CORBIN MEMORIAL. 

A memorial bas-relief a three-quar- 
ter length seated portrait of the late 
General Corbin, in low flat relief, bal- 
anced in pictorial placing by a quota- 
tion of the officer's "Of all things, offi- 
cers of the army should keep on good 
terms with themselves, etc.," by Evelyn 
Longman, will be unveiled Jan. 16, on 
Governors Island. The sculpture is to 
be placed at the head of the large As- 
sembly Room in the building known as 
Corbin Hall. The sculpture is a gift 
of some fifty representative men from 
several States, headed by General 
Wood. It is well modelled, good in 
expression, and thoroughly character- 
istic of Miss Longman's work. 



PITTSBURGH, PA. 

Plans are announced for the 16th an- 
nual international exhibition of oils to 
open at the Carnegie Institute, April 
12, 1912. Entry blanks must be re- 
ceived in Europe on or before Feb. 29, 
1912, and in America by March 11, 
1912. Agents in Europe state that ex- 
hibits have been promised from the 
Hague, Munich, Edinburgh, Paris, 
London, Venice and Rome. The In- 
ternational jury will meet here April 
4. The press view will be on April 24, 
and the exhibition opens April 25, and 
continues to June 30, 1912. 

An interesting exhibition now on at 
the Carnegie Institute is one of repro- 
ductions of paintings and bas-reliefs, 
found in the temples and monuments 
of Egypt and the far east, by Joseph 
Lindon Smith. These have been pre- 
viously shown only in three cities in 
this country, and were noticed in the 
Art Nezvs when displayed at the Pratt 
Institute, Brooklyn. 

The Associated Artists of this city 
have postponed their ten days' exhibi- 
tion and sale of "Thumb-box" sketches 
until Jan. 15, at the Wunderly Gal- 
leries. The Gillespie Gallery has just 
received a fine example of Bougereau, 
and has recently sold a landscape, 
"Katwyk^A-Zee," by E. Pieters. 



W9RCESTER, MASS. 

The Society of American Illustrators 
is holding at the Art Museum the ex- 
hibition of original drawings, etc., 
which they recently held in the New 
York Public Library and which was 
noticed at that time in the Art News. 



WASHINGTON (D. C.) 

Rear-Admiral Charles H. Davis has 
33 landscapes in water-colors now on 
exhibition at the Corcoran Gallery. 
The landscapes, with six exceptions, 
were painted on Conanicut Island in 
Narragansett Bay near Newport, where 
the Admiral lives in Summer. The 
pictures are well executed and show 
sympathy with and appreciation of 
Nature. The Admiral is self-taught, 
and only began to paint when he had 
passed sixty years of age. He won a 
prize, however, at the Naval Academy 
in the Sketch Class during his student 
days. The Corcoran Gallery has lately 
transferred, by request, the large his- 
torical oil, the "Battle of Princeton," 
by Henry Inman, to Princeton Uni- 
versity, which was thought by the do- 
nor, Mr. Edward Wasserman of New 
York, to be a more appropriate home 
for the canvas. While appreciative of 
Mr. Wassermann's courtesy and kind- 
ness in the gift of the -picture, the Cor- 
coran Trustees courteously acceded to 
a suggestion of the r transfer. 



CALIFORNIA EXPOSITIONS. 

So much confusion exists in the pub- 
lic mind as to the two International 
Expositions projected in California 
during 1915 that the following facts 
are of interest. 

Mr. A. B. Titus, as has been an- 
nounced, has been appointed Art Di- 
rector of the Panama-California Ex- 
position to be held at San Diego. No 
Director has been as yet appointed for 
the Panama-Pacific Exposition at San 
Francisco. 

This Panama-Pacific Exposition will 
be held in San Francisco some time 
during the year 1915 — the Panama- 
California Exposition will be held in 
San Diego during the same year. The 
two. Expositions are under separate and 
independent managements. 

The idea of an exposition to inaugu- 
rate the opening of the Panama Canal 
was first planned and put under way in 
San Diego. At the official ground- 
breaking ceremonies held this past 
summer, the Hon. John Barrett pre- 
sided as representative of the Govern- 
ment. Work on the erection of the 
buildings is now under way — some 400 
or 500 acres will lie within the grounds, 
with about 160 acres of building space. 
The group of buildings will be dis- 
tinctively Latin-American, all archi- 
tectural work being under the direction 
of Mr. Bertram G. Goodhue, probably 
the greatest living authority of Span- 
ish-Colonial architecture. The Art 
Building will be of reinforced concrete 
with about 10,000 feet of floor space. 
All the buildings surrounding this 
structure will also be fireproof, while the 
nearest buildings outside of the Exposi- 
tion proper will be no less than 2,000 feet 
distant. The total cost of the Exposi- 
tion is estimated to amount to 
$10,000,000. 



BALTIMORE. 

The Women Painters Society will 
hold an exhibition in the Purnell Art 
Gallery Jan. 4 — 13, inclusive. The ar- 
rangements are now being made in 
New York, and the collection will be 
sent on tour after the close of the ex- 
hibition here. The pictures will be 
selected by a special committee, and 
the number limited to the size of the 
average art gallery. The Peabody 
trustees have decided that hereafter the 
Institute will be opened free to the pub- 
lic on, Sunday afternoons and have also 
decided to open the galleries for exhi- 
bitions similar to the one recently held, 
jointly, by the Charcoal Club and the 
Institute. 



HARTFORD, CONN. 

Mr. Herbert Randall, of this city, has 
presented to the Morgan Memorial 
Gallery of the Wadsworth Atheneum 
"The Adoration of the Magi," by Gior- 
dano, in memory of the donor's wife. 
Mr. Randall rescued the painting from 
an old building, where it had lain neg- 
lected for many years. Mr. George H.- 
Story, curator emeritus of the Metro- 
politan Museum, has examined the pic- 
ture and attributes it to Giordano.

Miss Harvey has won 
deserved reputation for her remarkably 
faithful and sympathetic copies of famous 
pictures, notably of a Titian and some 
of the great examples of Velasquez in 
the Prado at Madrid, and the San II de- 
fonso of El Greco at Illescas. She re- 
cently painted a charming child's por- 
trait — that of the little daughter of the 
late Prof. Wyckoff of Princeton Uni- 
versity. 

William Laurel Harris has begun 
work on a series of twelve large single 
figure panels for the spaces under the 
clerestory of the Paulist Church at Ninth 
Ave. and 60 St. These panels will be 
under the La Farge windows, will be 
each 17 ft. long by 13 high, and will ex- 
plain the purpose of the pictures, 25 feet 
long, depicting scenes from the Life of 
Christ which will go above them. The 
presentment of St. Rose of Lima, for 
example, which expresses Penance, will 
go under the "Garden of Gethsemane" 
and that of St.- Thomas Aquinas,, the 
Patron Saint of Learning under the por- 
trayal of the Visit of the Wise Men, 
while that of St. Elizabeth of Hungary, 
who represents practical Charity, will be 
placed under the painting of the 
"Women Bearing Spices." 



An exhibition of 48 paintings and 
small sketches by J. A. Mohlte is now 
on at a local gallery, to continue through 
Jan. 12. The artist specializes in hunt- 
ing scenes, which, while rendered with 
knowledge of the subject, and periods 
they represent, are nevertheless rather 
hard in outline and composition. 



The City Club is exhibiting a group 
of original black and white drawings 
by Henry Meyer, Boardman Robinson, 
Powers O'Malley, "Triggs," Robert 
Carter, and C. R. Macawley. Many of 
the cartoons are. interesting caricatures 
of prominent citizens and are clever 
bits of satire. 



The Art Workers' Club Annual 
Christmas Dinner was given at their 
Club, Rooms, 224 West 58 St., Dec. 23. 
A larger number, of members than usu-r 
al attended. Miss Constance Curtis, 
•the president, was in her wittiest 
mood. Miss Kate Thompson, as Santa 
Claus, distributed presents from a 
Christmas tree, after which followed 
dancing, monologues and music by va- 
rious talented members. This affair 
is the one event of the year that brings 
a large number of club members to- 
gether and the spirit of co-operation 
and helpfulness that exists between 
women artists and models is stimulated 
on this occasion more than at any other 
time. A number of the models were 
attractively gowned in costumes of va- 
rious periods and styles. Not a man 
was present.

KAISER'S BUST FOR MORGAN. 

The German Emperor has presented 
a marble bust of himself by a noted 
German sculptor as a Christmas gift 
to Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan. The bust 
was presented to Mr. Morgan in the 
latter's library, Saturday last, by Dr. 
Karl Ziegler, acting German Consul- 
General in New York. Dr. Ziegler 
stated that the bust had been given to 
Mr. Morgan by the Kaiser in recog- 
nition of the former's long and close 
friendship with the American financier. 



RODIN BUST FOR MONUMENT. 

A Paris cable states that, upon the 
suggestion of the French Embassy at 
Washington, to the French-American 
Committee in Paris, a public subscrip- 
tion has been opened there to purchase 
a bronze bust representing "France," 
which is to be offered to the United 
States. Rodin, the sculptor, has finished 
the bust, which is to be placed at the foot 
of the monumental lighthouse now being 
erected to the memory of Champlain on 
a prominent site on the shore of the 
American lake, which bears his name. 
The bust will be mounted on a marble 
base, and will be presented by a special 
delegation of Frenchmen. 



FOOD FOR THOUGHT. 

James Huneker on Winter Academy in 
New York Sun. 

"The various galleries of the Fine Arts 
Building wear a gay appearance; even the 
so-called 'Morgue' is better and brighter 
than it has been for years. The grave and 
potent signiors of the Academy are not out 
in full force, but you can't mistake them 
when you see them. President John Alex- 
ander is at his amiable best in his picture 
of a pretty girl, who sits in a pool of deli- 
cate irradiation, a testimony to the artist's 
skill. But why didn't John Singer Sargent 
get the place of honor, in the Vanderbilt 
Gallery? His head of James Whitcomb 
Riley is not new, yet it is a joy forever as 
an art work. The humanity of the poet is 
reflected with marvellous fidelity. A mas- 
terwork." 

* * * 

"There's no use of being too generous at 
the start, else who knows but some rank 
outsider like George Morland Luks may 
edge in and open a window in that north 
wall?" 

"Probably the most instructive lesson, a 
double edged lesson if you like, is to study 
Kenyon Cox and George Bellows in the 
centre gallery. It would be difficult to com- 
pare them, for they represent, or attempt to 
represent, opposite poles of painting. Mr. 
Cox is the better draughtsman, using that 
misunderstood and misapplied word in the 
strictly academic sense; but his figures are 
automatons, and those of Mr. Bellows are 
alive. A slight difference, though one that 
does not count for much in the lecture 
room. Mr. Cox, for example, would have 
foreshortened more scientifically the shoe 
of that girl lolling on the couch, the Manet- 
like contribution of Mr. Bellows. But would 
he have made it more real? That Mr. Bel- 
lows can do anything but shudder when he 
passes Mr. Cox's 'A Vision of Moonrise' we 
doubt. It looks like a huge primitive 
Christmas card, full of glaring tints, and 
minus the pulchritude, a quality Mr. Church 
has in abundance. To be truthful, the Bel- 
lows picture, carelessly drawn, or seemingly 
so, a subject without charm, with a prosaic 
background, is mere vital than the conven- 
tional composition of Professor Cox. One 
represents actuality; the other, at a very 
long distance, represents a quite dead tra- 
dition, for, despite Mr. Cox's asseverations, 
there is no absolute in pictorial beauty in 
art at all. As Mr. Cox doesn't practice 
what he preaches, we had rather read than 
see him." • *-. - : . : * . * 

"No need to pick flaws in the work of irhe 
other reverend signiors. They are all of a 
muchness, and by the same token the 'new 
men,' so-called: (some of them are old 
enough to be grandfathers) are not very 
inspiriting in their manifestation of revolu- 
tionary tendencies. But it is not strange 
that the whilom wildcats who meowed de- 
fiance from the adjoining back fences should 
become domesticated after accepting the in- 
vitation of the tame pussies and drink their 
milk of hospitality. Atmosphere works won- 
ders. So do medals and prizes. Robert 
Henri, whose address is not given in the list 
of exhibitors, possibly because it might con- 
fuse his work with that of E. L. Henry, 
sends a wonderfully defiant sketchy head, 
which wouldn't stir the pulse of a Will Low 
in protest. Ernest Lawson is not at his 
top notch, while Gardner Symons and Mr. 
Garber have nothing to say. Mir. Rosen is 
not up to his old form, and if the truth be 
told the most stirring pictures are by men 
little known here, though familiar to visi- 
tors to the 'Corcoran and Pennsylvania 
Academy shows. J. G. Brown and E. L. 
Henry are at their happiest, particularly the 
latter. As for Mr. Chase, who is the pisca- 
torial psychologist in paint, we can only 
draw a long breath of admiration in pres- 
ence of his portrait, brilliant, masterful and 

quivering with vitality."

"The Winter Academy can lay no claim 
to cosmopolitanism — one Fechin doesn't 
make it so — nor indeed to national emi- 
nence; in these things it is easily distanced 
by Pittsburg, Philadelphia and^ Washington. 

Let 
us cherish it; above all, let us desist from 
adverse criticism. That's the sure way to 
breed great artists!" 

A School of Fine Arts has been estab- 
lished by the University of Iowa and 
some $200,000 has been given for the 
endowment of the school by^ the resi- 
dents of Iowa City, while the State 
Board of Education has agreed to aid in 
the support of the institution. 



MURAL PAINTERS TO SHOW. 

The Mural Painters, with the Society 
of Beaux Arts architects, the National 
Sculpture Society and the National 
Academy of Design, are endeavoring to 
arrange a system of atelier instruction 
for students of the applied arts, espe- 
cially mural painting. The organization 
has prepared a list of the more notable 
mural paintings, stained glass and other 
designs applied to large arrangements of 
form and color, and this is published in 
the Art Annual for 1911 just out, with 
an appreciative foreword by William 
Laurel Harris. 

The Mural Painters' Society will open 
the first of a series of exhibitions, the 
first of the kind ever held, at the City 
Club, about Jan. 22 next, which will af- 
terwards be held at other city clubs, and 
then go on a tour of. the Western cities. 
There will be some foirty original 
i sketches by the designers of famous 
mural paintings now in place, also some 
of old and noted paintings. Portions 
of executed work will also be shown. 
Edward H. Blashfield, president of the 
Society, will contribute some ot his 
sketches of antique paintings in Egypt, 
and those for his recent work in the 
Capitols of some of the Eastern States. 
William Laurel Harris will show some 
of his studies of mosaics from Ravenna 
and Sicily, ' and Taber Sears some 
sketches of Gothic stained glass. 



SCHOOL OF APPLIED DESIGN.

Hamilton Fish Benjamin, Mrs. Gra- 
ham Blundy, Mrs. Cornelia Gallatin, 
Mrs. Junius S. Morgan and Mrs.

or promised for the purpose above noted. 
He said further: "When all the societies 
concerned have signed the agreement and 
the National Academy Association is in- 
corporated, a group of gentlemen promi- 
nent in the art world are expected to be 
of great assistance in arousing public in- 
terest in the undertaking." 



OBITUARY. 



Martha S. Baker. 

Martha S. Baker died Dec. 22 at 
Hahnemann Hospital, Chicago, from 
peritonitis following an operation for 
appendicitis. Miss Baker was a noted 
miniaturist but painted in oils, and an 
early painting of hers, "In A:n Old 
Gown," hangs in the Art Institute. 

Miss Baker exhibited at Paris in 1900, 
in Buffalo, 1901, and in St. Louis, 1904. 
She was born in Evansville, Ind., and 
studied at the Art Institute, later be- 
coming a teacher there. 



Hattie T. Ullrich. 

Mrs. Hattie Edsall Thorp Ullrich, 
whose miniatures and canvases have 
several times been accorded honors at 
the Chicago Art Institute, died at her 
home in Evanston, 111., Dec. 23, on her 
fortieth birthday. "Knitting for Grand- 
mother," is the best known of her 
larger pictures. Mrs. Ullrich was a 
pupil of the late Martha Baker.

A Good Suggestion. 

Editor of American Art News— Dear Sir: 
I have read with interest articles in "Even- 
ing Sun" relative, to the Post or Neo Im- 
pressionists, as well as Mr. Steiglitz's letter 
petitioning an opportunity for a more in- 
timate knowledge of their work. ' Though 
no doubt it would be of artistic and educa- 
tional value to study such men as Cezanne, 
Picasso, Van Gogh, Mattise, Moreau, and 
their fellows, through a more satisfactory 
medium than the unfriendly criticism or 
unintelligible praise of their opposers and 
supporters, it would seem .that an oppor- 
tunity of far greater importance was fairly 
knocking at our doors in the shape of the 
possibility of securing the collection repre- 
senting the "Societe Nouvelle des Peintres 
et des Sculpteurs," which is now on exhibi- 
tion at the Albright Gallery in Buffalo. 
With Auguste Rodin as president, this soci- 
ety counts among its members most of the 
best French artists of today, Gaston La 
Touche, Le Sediner, Albert Besnard, Rene 
Menard, Eugene Carriere (deceased) and 
many other able but less known men; added 
to these are three names of international 
importance, Zuloaga, Sargent and the Bel- 
gian, Baertsion. 

This society was founded some ten or a 
dozen years ago 'by Gabriel Mourey in an 
effort to get together men who had freed 
themselves from Academic prejudices, mas- 
ters in fact, serious in their work, and 
though of great individualism, not traffick- 
ers in eccentricities of questionable advan- 
tage to art. That such a collection sliould 
be offered for exhibition at Buffalo, Chi- 
cago and St. Louis wit'hout an effort being 
made to secure it for New York, iseems to 
put us far back in artistic enterprise. 

I do not know if it would now be pos- 
sible to bring it here, but it seems that an 
effort to do so should he made, and by the 
proper authorities, as certainly the artists 
represented are worthy of the highest in- 
terest New York affords. Lack of a suitable 
gallery to exhibit such a collection in is a 
great handicap; the Metropolitan suggests 
itself as the appropriate place, and though 
modern French art may not make a direct 
appeal to those more interested in the an- 
tique, the most conservative cannot fail to 
admit the importance of its influence on the 
other art of today. 

• An opportunity for comparative study 
would, I feel -sure, be welcomed by the 
many artists and laymen who have so far 
had only the chance to examine isolated 
examples of the work of such painters and 
sculptors as form the society represented 
by this collection. 

To Miss Sage, curator of the Albright 
Gallery, is due unlimited praise for her en- 
terprise in getting together this extraordi- 
nary exhibition, and if any effort is 'to be 
made in be'half of a closer knowledge of 
contemporary French art, cannot we direct 
it toward the securing of this exhibition 
before its return to Paris, and give to one 
Eastern city a-t least the opportunity that 
Miss Sage has been able to offer to those 
further West?

HOME ART AS INVESTMENT. 

Editor American Art News: 

Dear Sir: — Under the heading "Pictures 
as an Investment ,, in your Dec. 2 issue, you 
give valuable information relative to foreign 
pictures as an investment. 

Won't you do the same for American art, 
and thereby advance the cause and status 
of our painters, sculptors, etc., to say noth- 
ing of the valiant little band of American 
collectors and art lovers who have the cour- 
age and conviction to patronize American 
art? 

The history of the Thos. B. Clarke sale 
is still fresh in the memory of some of us 
who attended it. Prior to that event, to 
instance one example that came under my 
notice, Winslow Homer's "Fox Hunt" sold 
for $1,200; "All Well," "Eight Bells," "Life 
Line," etc., sold for from $4,500 to about 
$6,500 at that sale. A George Inness land- 
scape, bought by Mr. Clarke for about 
$4,000, sold for $10,800. 

Doubtless there was some prodding or fic- 
titious selling and buying, but I personally 
know that several of these prices were actu- 



ally paid, for the buyers were friends of 
mine. 

Since then men like Brush, Thayer, Walk- 
er, Hassam, Tarbell and others have re- 
ceived up to $8,000 and more for their can- 
vases. Several examples of Redfield sold 
ten years ago for about $200 to $300 only. 
Today they are worth at least $2,000 to 
$3,000. I could go on with numerous other 
illustrations, and the end of this sort of 
thing is not nearly in sight — indeed, we are 
only on the threshold. 

Twenty years ago the good portrait 
painter got $1,000 for a portrait, whereas 
today he gets $3,000 for a similar portrait, 
and if he is above the ordinary, he gets 
$5,000 and $6,000, etc., and this is the Ameri- 
can portrait painter in contradistinction to 
the foreign portraitist. 

Art dealers will some day find that it 
will pay to handle the work of American 
as well as foreign artists, but I suppose 
that the public has to get over the idea that 
old masters are the only pictures worth 
having, and this is largely due to the mer- 
cenary impulse of the dealer, who, of 
course, is not engaged in art dealing for 
his health. Yours truly,

(There is much of sense and much of 
logic, it seems to us, in Mr. Vonnoh's. re- 
marks. We have contended for some years 
that good American pictures, carefully 
chosen, were relatively as good an invest- 
ment as foreign ones, and we wonder that 
more collectors, especially those whose 
purses are not long enough to justify the 
present prices of first-class foreign pictures, 
have not and do not turn their attention to 
the assemblage of a collection of early or 
modern Americans. — Ed.) 



MAGAZINE NOTES. 

The January numbers of "Scribner," the 
"Century" and "Harper's" all have the usual 
high standard of merit to which their read- 
ers are accustomed. "Scribner" has an article 
of special interest to artists, "Abbey's Last 
Mural Paintings," by Royal Cortissoz, with* 
illustrations from the artist's best known 
works and also an appreciative biographical 
sketch of Josef Israels by Byron P. Ste- 
phenson. "The Century" has, among other 
timely portraits, an excellent one of Charles 
Dickens, with illustrations of several of his 
charming old characters/ always appropri- 
ate at the Christmastide. Timothy Cole 
has an admirable engraving of Lawrence's 
portrait of Lady Peel. 

"Harper," like its fellows, devotes much 
space to literature suitable to the season, 
and the names of its contributors in the 
present number are familiar to all maga- 
zine readers. The brief biographical sketch 
of the late Howard Pyle is T a well-deserved 
tribute, and is accompanied by reproduc- 
tions of some of his works. 

"The Burlington Magazine" for December 
has a choice selection of articles on the 
old masters; among the contributors being 
Herbert Cook, F. S. A.; Paul Lafond; Sir 
Claude Phillips, and Roger Fry, who has 
an article on the exhibition of old masters, 
at the Grafton Galleries. There are also 
reviews on art in Germany and France. 

The "International Studio" for January has 
a number of beautiful reproductions of por- 
traits, landscapes and marines. Among -at- 
tractive articles are one on French art. in 
America by Christian Brinton, The Land- 
scape Paintings of Prince Eugen of Sweden 
by Axel Gauffin, The Watercolors of 
Marius A. J. Bauer by T. Martin Wood 
and an interesting series of studio talks, 
and reviews. 

"Art and Progress" has a number of well 
selected articles with excellent illustrations, 
these often better than the text. 

"The Outlook/' with its general view of 
the literary and political field, has a com- 
plimentary and well considered notice of the 
will of the late Edwin A. Abbey, endorsing 
the general opinion of the generosity of the 
artist and his devotion to his profession. 

"Current Literature" is devoted chiefly to 
political matters, although it contains some 
articles on literature in general and art of 
special interest. 

"The Metropolitan," greatly improved in its 
new form, has several stories respectively 
by Richard Harding Davis, Finley Peter 
Dunne and Maurice Hewlett, an entertain- 
ing personal sketch of Mr. Henry C. Frick 
and an unusually faithful colored reproduc- 
tion of the Mona Lisa.

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LONDON LETTER. 

London, Dec. 20, 1911. 

I hear that Giovanni Bellini's "St. 
Francis in the Desert," which has been 
lost sight of for quite a half century, 
has been re-discovered, and will prob- 
ably be shown this Winter at Burling- 
ton House. It has not been shown in 
public since the Manchester exhibition 
of 1857, when it belonged to a Capt. 
Dingwall, who soon after sold his Eng- 
lish property and went to live in Tur- 
key. Although the work remained in 
the possession of the family, the new 
owners only recently realized the im- 
portance of what is pronounced to be 
"the earliest realistic landscape paint- 
ing in Italy." St. Francis, a small fig- 
ure, is seen standing to the right of the 
picture — in the background are the 
. sunlit white walls of an Italian town, 
while the foreground landscape is most 
; elaborate iand highly finished in a true 
"Pre-Raphaelite" manner. 

It is possible that there will also be 
shown at the Winter Exhibition a 
; "Descent from the Qross," formerly 
attributed to Mabuse, but which Dr. 
Friedlander now regards as a fine ex- 
ample of Gerard David. 

The famous Trapnell collection of 
old Biristol and Hymouth (porcelain 
- has been purchased en bloc by Mr. A. 
Amor of St. James St. The price paid 
has not been disclosed, but it must have 
been considerable if or the collection 
consists of no less than 1,000 fine and 
rare pieces, acquired many years ago 
-by Mr. Alfred Trapnell of Bristol at a 
net cost of £15,000. Values have 
greatly advanced since those days and 
its present worth is probably some- 
thing not far short of £60,000. 

American collectors should not pay 
too much attention to seeming bar- 
gains picked up in London sale-rooms. 
Attributions in the catalogue of quite 
reputable auctioneers are not to be 
taken as gospel. For example at 
Christie's this week a portrait of a 
gentleman and another of a woman 
(Mrs. John Plampin), were lightly 
given to Gainsborough and brought 
respectively £204 and £294. Needless 
to say in neither case could the attri- 
bution* be sustained, and both were 
probably the work of Gainsborough's 
nephew, Gainsborough Dupont, an in- 
creasing number of whose portraits are 
now being put on the market as 
"Gainsboroughs." Another work of 
very doubtful authorship sold at 
Christie's this week was a portrait of a 
man in a dark cloak with gorget and 
hat supposed- to be Rembrandt's father 
and catalogued as by Rembrandt. It 
brought £220. 

Miss Margaret Lindsay Williams, a 
Welsh girl, twenty-three years old, is 
this year's winner of the gold medal of 
the ' Royal Academy and the accom- 
panying travelling scholarship of 
$1,000. In addition she won the silver 
medal and $150 for the design of a dec- 
oration for a public building. The 
Turner gold medal and $250 scholar- 
ship for landscape painting, with a 
picture entitled "Storm Clearing Off 
Skirts of a Wood," has been won by 
•Miss Gladys Kennedy, daughter of the 
rector of Ewhurst, near Guildford, and 
the second prize for the same, with 
silver medal, was won by Miss Joan 
Joshua. The first and second prizes 
for the design for the decoration of a 
portion of a public building were also 
won by girls against many male com- 
petitors. T v he competitors in mono- 
chrome for a figure picture, cartoon of 
a draped figure, painting of a figure 
from the life, painting of a head from 
the life, set of three studies of drapery, 
and the Landseer scholarship in paint- 
ing, were all won by young women, 



leaving very little for the male artists, 
who were in a large majority. 

An important loan exhibition of Pre-

torn of ancient Gallic breeches, a use- 
ful historical document of the Gallo- 
Roman epoch. 

The monumental staircase to the Ho- 
tel de Tallard, built for the Due de 
Tallard, marechal de France, in 1728, 
has always been considered one of the 
most beautiful of that epoch, according 
to the Marquis de Rochegude in his 
book "A Travers le Vieux Paris. " M. 
Raoul Heilbronner has recently bought 
the Hotel de Tallard, which will be de- 
molished, in order to get the fine stat- 
ues which adorn the stairway. 

The first royal factory of tapestries 
in France dates from Francois I, who 
installed it in the palace of Fontaine- 
bleau about 1530. Many painters 




worked on the designs of the cartoons, 
among others, Matteo del Nassaro. 
This studio continued its work until 
the end of the reign of Francois I and 
under that of Henri II, but at the death 
of the latter in 1559, it was closed. 
There still exist certain tapestries of 
this epoch where the marked taste for 
beautiful arabesques of Ducerceau is 
noticeable. A sample of this charac- 
teristic type, a blue ground with ara- 
besques and foliage surrounding a cen- 
tral medallion is now on exhibition in 
a gallery in the Quai Voltaire. 

The ninth Salon de TEcole Fran- 
caise will be held at the Grand Palais 
in Feb., 1912. All the sections, paint- 
ing, sculpture, engraving and decora- 
tive arts will be admitted to this ex- 
clusively French display. ! 

The Luxembourg has just placed 
among its sculptures two acquisitions 
of the government, "Renards du Sa- 
hara," a group in yellow marble by the 
sculptor Perrault-Harry, and a dull 
bronze, "Buste de jeune fille," by M. 
Charles d'Espiau. 

As the result of protestations against 
the demolition of old Montmartre, the 
Conseil municipal has decided to biiy 
the land on which are situated the old 
windmills of Montmartre and make a 
public square of it. The mills are, 
therefore, safe and the Conseil must 
be congratulated for having preserved 
these picturesque remains which have 
inspired so many painters and poets 
and which are so dear to all Parisians. 

The Museum of Malmaison has just 
received a series of original designs by 
Bagetti. These designs, executed from 
nature preceded the water-colors or- 
dered by Napoleon for the decoration 
of the Imperial museums. Until now 
these designs were almost unknown to 
the public, relegated as they have been 
to the dark corridors of the office of 
the Minister of War. The chevalier 
Bap-etti, former professor of design in 
the school of artillery at Turin, was^ 
°-iven the title of "capitaine-ingenieur- 
geographe" of the Italian army. Until 
he was retired in 1815 he was occupied 
in executing views of the sites of the 
most interesting battles of his time. 
He died 1831, 

There will probably be an exposition 
at the Georges Petit Gallery, Jan. 27- 
Feb. 16, under the name of Exposition 
des "Pompiers," which will be a sort 
of protest against the stir made by the 
schools of the Independents, the Neo- 
impressionists, the Pointillists, the Cu- 
bistSj etc. Among the artists who will 
take part are: Aime Morot, Dagnan- 
Bouveret, Merson, Mercie, Verlet, In- 
jalbert, from the Institute; M. Harpig- 
nies, M. Auguste Pointelin, and Ziem, 
who were the promoters of the exposi- 
tion and who will be largely repre- 
sented. 

The noted Parisian antiquaire, M. 
Kelekian, 2 Place Vendome, has at 
present two very interesting pieces, a 
bearded head of Jupiter, sculptured 
ivory, seven centimetres high, mar- 
vellously modeled and executed, dat- 
ing from the second century, B. C, and 
coming from a celebrated collection in 
Alexandria. The other piece is a small 
15th century velvet carpet from a 
mosque as indicated by the Arab in- 
scription. The decoration is composed 
of different flowers, roses, pinks and 
others in branches of foliage with a 
border made of a garland of pansies. 
This magnificent carpet, which mea- 
sures 1 metre 50 by 1 metre, is valued 
at 50,000 frs.

In the last number of the "Museum- 
kunde" Director Koetschau made 
known the result of an inquiry concern- 
ing the importation of French art into 
Germany. Koetschau had raised the 
question as to how many German and 
how many foreign pictures had been 
purchased within the last ten years and 
how much had be'en paid for both. The 
result of this direct and general ques- 
tion is as follows : While, according to 
inquiry, the National Gallery, the New 
Pinakothek, Munich, and also the Dres- 
den Gallery might well be criticised for 
their limited methods, the Kaiser Fried- 
rich Museum bought 18 German paint- 
ings for 60,250 marks, and the Kestner 
Museum, Hanover, 45 German pictures 
for 88,000 marks, but neither museum 
•bought a single foreign work. 

Twelve public museums in all, out- 
side of those mentioned, namely the 
Wallraf - Richartz Museum, Cologne, 
the Elberfeld Museum, the Institute 
and the Gallery, Frankfort, the Leipzig 
Museum, the Kaiser Friedrich Mu- 
seum, Magdeburg, the Kunsthalle, 
Mannheim, and the Art Gallery, Stutt- 
gart, acquired 759 German pictures, 
worth about 3,262,630 marks, and were 
presented with 291 pictures at 913,818 
marks. Some 73 of the German pic- 
tures were acquired by purchase, 
against 67 foreign pictures presented, 
the first valued at about 672,965 marks, 
the last at about 317,345 marks. There- 
foie the proportion of foreign pictures 
purchased was about 13.5% of German 
ones. For a German picture an aver- 
age of 5,000 marks was paid, and for 
a foreign 9,000, which is only natural 
when one considers that only foreign 
works of the highest quality are con- 
sidered for German museums. 



ART IN THE SENATE. 

Whenever the Senate makes a Wegglike 
drop into art, there is apt to be trouble 
brewing for culture. Last week Senator 
Root introduced an innocent-looking bill 
authorizing the American Academy at 
Rome to enlarge its scope and to increase 
its holdings of property up to $3,000,000. He 
made a brief explanation of its purposes, 
and requested immediate consideration, but 
the eagle eye of Senator Bailey perceived 
the lurking danger to American ideals. The 
Texas Senator had, first of all, grave Con- 
stitutional doubts about any action taken 
by fhis Government "looking to the promo- 
tion of art or science outside of the United 
States." Even granting that these scruples 
could be overcome, Senator Bailey took the 
broad position that "until every hill in 
America- is crowned with a public school," 
he could not conscientiously endorse the 
outlay of millions to "educate our country- 
men in a foreign land." From this let it not 
be hastily inferred that Senator Bailey has 
a poor opinion of art. "I love to see a pic- 
ture," he confided to the Senate; and if he 
could have his way, he would place "beauti- 
ful pictures on the wall of every home"; 
but as a statesman, he had to give the chief 
place to "nurseries of good citizenship," and 
he was unable to identify them with "great 
paintings multiplied on the walls of magnifi- 
cent mansions." There was much more 
of this simple eloquence, but it was rudely 
broken off by another Senator from the 
South, Mr. Reed of Missouri, who desired 
to be a-nd promptly was "shown." We quote 
the frigid account from the "Congressional 
Record": 

Mr. Reed— Mr. President, I desire to get 
a little infoimation from the Senator from 
New York. As I understand, this bill only 
authorizes a corporation to increase its 
holdings, and does not take any money from 
the Public Treasury? 

Mr. Root — The Senator is correct. The 
bill merely authorizes the corporation to 
hold more property given to it by others. 

Mr. Reed — And am I correct in further 
understanding that the institution is not 
run for profit, but purely for the promo- 
tion of education in the lines of art? 

Mr. Root — Precisely. 

Mr. Reed — That is all I desire to know. 

The bill was reported to the Senate with- 
out amendment, ordered to be engrossed 
for a third reading, read the third time, 
and passed.— "N. Y. Eve. Post."

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THE HOE LIBRARY. 
Second Part. 

Another copy of the Guttenberg Bible 
printed on paper will be sold at the 
auction of the second part of the famous 
Hoe Library by the Anderson Auction 
Company, which will begin in their 
galleries, Madison Ave. and 40 St., 
Jan. 8, and continue for two weeks, with 
two sessions daily, afternoon and even- 
ing, excepting Saturdays and Sundays. 
It must be remembered that the sale of 
the first part of this library realized 
$997,363.50 and the most optimistic of 
the "experts" are inclined to believe that 
the figures for the second part may be 
one million dollars. 

There are 3,621 items in the second 
part of the sale, for most of which there 
will be keen bidding. 

A unique item in this sale is Shake- 
speare's "Venus and Adonis/' printed 
in London, 1627, in the original vellum 
binding. Only one other copy known 
is in the British Museum. 

In the list of books of kings and queens 
there are some bound for Marie Antoinette, 
Marie de Medicis, Marguerite de Valois, 
Henry III, Louis XIII and Louis XIV. 
One volume bears the arms of Napoleon 
and two others the arms of Pope Clement 
XI and Pope Benedict XIII. Francis I, 
who brought to France a great era of paint- 
ing and sculpture through his patronage of 
the fine arts, is represented, as are also 
Charles I of England, Henry IV of France 
and Henry III. An Aristotle printed in 
Paris in 1554 and bound in England for 
Robert Dudley, Earl of Leicester, favorite 
of Queen Elizabeth, is in the sale. There is 
also the Aldine Theophrastus, printed in 
Venice in 1497, and from the library of 
Henry II and Diana de Poictiers. 

An interesting volume in the rare binding 
section is a printed Book of Hours which 
formerly belonged to the Princess Eliza- 
beth, sister of Louis XVI. It bears her au- 
tograph signature dated from the Temple, 
1793, where she was imprisoned prior to 
her execution in the following year. This 
book, it is stated by experts, had a value 
abroad when Hoe bought it of about $700. 

Also among the rare bindings is a Thom- 
as r Kaerripis "Imitation of Christ," printed 
in Paris in 1640, and the first product of the 
press established in Paris by Cardinal 
Richelieu. Another edition printed in Paris 
in 1690 is bound by Monnier, who thought 
so highly of it that he signed it in six 
places. 

Another book for which there will be a 
battle among collectors is the first edition 
of Chaucer's Canterbury Tales, one of the 
earliest books printed in England, being 
probably the fourth or fifth. There are 
only eleven copies known, of which only 
two are perfect. Its date is 1477-78. Ex- 
perts believe the Hoe copy, in which some 
seventeen of the original leaves were re- 
placed by fac-similes, is the best that will 
ever be offered for sale, the others being 
in museums. 

The famous Hamilton Palace copy of 
Capt. John Smith's history of Virginia is an 
early issue of the first edition. It was 
printed in London in 1624. Its covers bear 
the royal arms of James I, with the feathers 
of the Prince of Wales on the front cover 
and the arms of the Duchess of Richmond 
on the back cover. It was believed by Mr. 
Hoe to be the dedication copy to the 
Duchess of Richmond. The "True Travels," 
by Smith, in a first edition, is also in the 
sale. 

Lovers of fishing and Walton will find 
in the Hoe sale fort^-nine books by Wal- 
ton, and Walton and Cotton.

ART TARIFF DECISION. 

The Board of Appraisers, Dec. 14, 
handed down the following decision in 
the tariff protest case of S. & G. Gump 
Co., of San Francisco. 

"The importation in this case, the 
assessment of which is protested by the 
importers, is claimed to be free of duty 
under paragraph 717, Tariff Act of 
1909, as_works in pottery or porcelain, 
artistic antiquities more than 100 years 
old at time of importation. The regu- 
lation of the Secretary of the Treasury 
seems to be complied with. 

"Considerable testimony was taken in 
this case, and it resolves itself into a 
question of fact under the testimony as 
to whether the articles were more than 
100 years old at the time of importa- 
tion. A member of the importing firm 
was sworn in the matter, as also a mer- 
chant of experience, on the part of the 
Government. From an inspection of 
the goods before the Board at the hear- 
ing and the testimony in the case, we 
are unable to say that the importers 
have supported their contention. The 
protest is therefore overruled." 
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
